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This letter is in response to the "REQUEST FOR CERTIFICATE OF 
CORRECTION," filed April 18, 2008. Pursuant to patentees' duty 
of good faith and candor to the Office, patentees request that 
the determination of patent term adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 
154(b) be reviewed for accuracy. 

The request for review of the determination of patent term 
adjustment is granted . 

The patent term adjustment indicated in the patent is to be 
corrected by issuance of a certificate of correction showing a 
revised patent term adjustment of zero (0) days. 

On March 4, 2008, the above-identified application matured into 
U.S. Patent No. 7,338,535, with a revised patent term adjustment 
of 79 days. On April 18, 2008, patentees submitted the instant 
comment . 

Patentees assert that the determination of patent term 
adjustment of 79 day is incorrect and should be corrected to 
zero (0) days. Patentees aver that the Office failed to assess 
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applicants any delay for the filing of the Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) and the request for an extension of time 
within the third month on March 19, 2007. 1 

The application history has been reviewed and it has been 
determined that the determination of patent term adjustment 
under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) of 79 days is incorrect. 

A final Office action was mailed on September 19, 2006. 
Applicants filed their response in the form of a RCE and a 
request for an extension of time within the third month on March 

19, 2007, in excess of the three-month period from the mailing 
date of the final Office action. See 37 CFR 1.704(b). Thus, 
applicants failed to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude 
prosecution of this application. The period of adjustment 
should have been reduced by 90 days, the number of days in the • 
period beginning on the day after the date that is three months 
after the date of mailing of the final Office action, December 

20, 2006, ending on the date the reply was filed, March 19, 
2007. See 37 CFR 1.704(b). Accordingly, a period of reduction 
of 90 days will be entered. 

In view thereof, the patent should have issued with a revised 
patent term adjustment of zero (0) days (286 days of Office 
delay - 297 days of applicant delay) . 

As this letter was submitted as an advisement to the Office of 
an error in patentees' favor, the Office will not assess the 
$200.00 fee under 37 CFR 1.18(e). The Office thanks patentees 
for their good faith and candor in bringing this to the 
attention of the Office. 

This matter is being referred to the Certificate of Correction 
Branch for issuance of a certificate of correction to rectify 
this error. The Office will issue a certificate of correction 
indicating that the term of the above-identified patent is 
extended or adjusted by zero (0) days.
